Another Channel? 
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Dowsing to find his 
ancestors

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In the ruqqgedly beautiful deserts of 
Southern New Mexico, one of 
Geronimo.s descendants is using the 
psychic phenomenon called dowsing 
to locate the lost artifacts of his early 
ancestors. 

*] heard about finding artifacts with 
dowsing techniques like water- 
witching- from an Englishman,” said 
Phillip Madrid, a member of the Tiwa 
Indian tribe. "but it only came alive 
for me when [I put it in the cultural 
context of my own people”. 

The Englishman he spoke of is Maj. 
Gen. J. Scott Elliot, a retired British 
army officer who learned to locate 
buried Roman artifacts in England 
with a forked Y-rod like those used 
by water dowsers all over the world. 
After reading Elliot's book. *Dowsing 
One Man's Way (Neville Spearman. 
Jersey). Madrid began to wonder if 
he could use dowsing to locate the 
archaeological remains of his 
ancestors who lived in the valley of 
the Rio Grande hundreds of years 
ago. 

The notion that dowsing can be used 
to locate things other than 
underground water iS quite new. 
though water-divining with a forked 
Stick or a straight wand has been 
known for thousands of years. Some 
people claim that the story of Moses 
Striking water from the rock with his 
Staff refers to his using the staff as a 


dowsing wand to find water in the 
desert. 

Today dowsing is still the most wide- 
ly used means of locating water well 
Sites throughout the world. 
However: modern dowsers have 
discovered that water is only one of a 
wide variety of things which can be 
located and described by dowsing 
techniques. Some dowsers 
developed special equipment or 
Special- techniques for locating oil. 
mineral deposits, and buried metals. 
Then-some began to find they could 
use their dowsing tools over maps. 
and could still get results. They used 
their Y-rods and pendulums to locate 
Submarines at sea and buried caches 
of weapons in Vietnam. The 
evidance quickly mounted that 
dowsing is not some physical proper- 
ty. like magnetism or radiation. but is 
the manifestation of s0me psychic 
power which many--if not all--of us 
POSSESS. 

[t is this fact that makes the wide 
range of dowsing possible. The 
dowsing device can be made to 
locate any object, substance, or in- 
formation which the dowser. can 
clearly indentify in his mind. The 
ability of the dowser--like that of the 
healer--depends on his willingness to 
know the answer to his question and 
to possess the object of his search. 
For the dowser. this means that he 


must place his actions in the hands of 
his own subconscious--or super- 
conscious. according to his belief. He 
must seperate his reasoning intellect 
and.conscious will from the dowsing 
device and let it do what it will, and 
then he must take that as his result. 
and act upon it. His dowsing device 
will do only what he can trust it to do. 
*When I read Elliot's book I knew | 
could use this power to find things in 
the desert”. said Madrid, but when | 
tried it his way it felt wrong to me. It 
was too mechanical, too much like 
an abstraction--I couldn't get per- 
Sonally involved. | understood that 
the power lies in the depths of the 
mind, at that place where the mind 
and the spirit meet. So | knew if I was 
going to locate my ancestors ar- 
tifacts. | should use that part of my 
mind that some people call the racial 
memory. | gathered close to me the 
things which I could use to indentify 
myself with my people. In 
themselves, theyre just a bit of stone 
and bone. feathers and things, but to 
me they are filled with meaning and 
power. Then one night I smoked 
Some herbs that grow in the valley 
here, listened to recordings of the 
ritual chants of the Tiwa, and I went 
into the desert to wait for understan- 
ding. After a little while I knew the 
right way to go about it”. 

Through reading and learning. trial 
and- error, and meditation, Madrid 
created a new synthesis, a dowsing 
technique completely his own. The 
tirst part of the $search is pure 
Science , he said. That is, to use the 
best objective information available 
tofind a likely | area in which to 
Search. I his I do by my knowledge of - 
the ways of the early Indians and the 
history of the valley. It helps to know 
where there is water, and where 
there are outcroppings of stone used 
by the Indians. It is important to 
know the habits of the animals the In- 
dians hunted to survive. It is impor- 
tant to Know where there are caves. 
and places that can be defended 
against attack. By carefully consider- 
ing all these factors. a likely site can 
be selected. 


"When I am at the site, I like to stop 
and rest a time. to get into tune with 
the place. | forget the tensions and 
energies of the city and try to feel the 
Sand shifting as the hills are slowly 
worn down by the rains, and piled 
back up again by the winds. 1 feel the 
plants come and qo like ripples on a 
pool, and I feel the calm timelessness 
of the mountains--the same moun- 
tains my ancestors knew. When | can 
feel the land around me, [| feel out for 
a seat of power. It is like feeling for a 
warm $spot in a cold room. [I like to 
relax and have a smoke, to look 
around for a place that catches my 
attention, a place that draws me. I go 
there and sit on the ground until l 
find a place that feels like the center 
of all places. That is the center of my 
Searching circle. When I have found 
it, I bring firewood to the place and | 
build a fire ©. 

"Now it is good to have an assistant 
who can sit and feed the fire and beat 
a drum so you both can chant. He 
Should find a comfortable place to sit, 
and can begin to beat and chant as | 
make the fire. My people have many 
formal chants for ceremonies, but 
these are sacred, and | would not use 
one of them for this. For this I chant 
the words that come from my heart. 
They don't mean anything. but they 
make my heart sing and cry. When 
the fire is burning well, | face the east 
with the fire before me and chant. 
When the stars come out I look for 
the north star, and I mark a line from 
the fire to the star. On the north side 
of the fire | place a stone thing, 
because the north star is fixed, like 
Stone. The stone is a *mano”, a hand 
Stone once used to grind corn. It is 
the sort of thing | hope to find. On 
the opposite side, the.south, I put a 
fan of feathers, because the flight of 
birds represents the freedom of the 
wind. On the west side | place a 
skull, because the west represents 
the death of the sun. On the east | 
place a handful of corn seed, 
because the east represents the 
resurrection of the sun. For my 
dowsing device | have made a Y- 
rod, using a peachwood branch and 
Some feathers from an owl, because 
the owl has vision which can 
penetrate the darkness. | think of my 
device as a bow, because it is held 
bowed by tension in the hands”. 

'*| hold my searching bow in my 


hands and chant. and draw enerqy” 


through the fire from the seat of 


power | have found. Then | take my 
bow in my hands. and I. pick up the 
corn and | walk twenty paces to the 
east. | put down the corn; and | stand 
over it. | close my eyes and raise my 
bow to the ready position. | clear my 
mind of all thoughts except for what | 
am seeking. | chant very softly. and 
begin to turn around slowly. In my 
fingertips | fee] the live bow sear- 
ching. It is as though there were a 
thread of energy reaching out like a 
long finger to touch and feel through 
the earth. I turn slowly, feeling the 
gentle tugs from the artifacts buried 
near me. One catches on solidly. It 
feels like a $mooth and swift pull. | 
can twist the legs of the bow, but still 
it pulls down and drops to point out 
Stiffly in front of me. Carefully. | 
mark the angle with a line drawn 
from the corn on the ground. At 
each point of the circle | will make 
three such seperate searches by 
repositioning my-bow and beginning 
again to 'turn around slowly.: From 
the point at the east, | return to the 
fire, pick up the skull, and walk twen- 
ty paces to the west. | place the skull, 
Stand over it, and make three 
Seperate Searches. The angles at 
which the bow dropped are noted on 
the qround. Then 1 do the same to 
the south, and finally, to the north. 
Then, I return to the center. put out 
the fire, and rest. When I am rested. 
it feels finished, and I can qgo.on to 
the next part”. 

The third part of this kind of search is 
actually very much like surveying. It 
is a kind of graphic triangulation. *l 
like to do this part directly on the 
ground”, Madrid said, but that way 
takes a very long time. It is done by 
going to each of the four cardinal 
points on the searching circle. and 
walking in the direction of each 
dowsing response. After | have done 
this for a while, I find myself return- 
ing to the same places again and 
again as the paths of footsteps cross. 
When I come to such a place for the 
third or fourth time, I take out my 
Searching bow and walk around, 
feeling for the telltale tug”. 

This method is certainly the most 
catisfying in the field. However, time 
can be saved by making a chart of 
the searching circle and plotting the 
intersections on. a piece of graph 
paper. Here is an example: 


When the cluster of intersection 
points shown east of the circle was 
paced out on the ground. they were 
all under an overhanging lip of rock. 
a place sheltered from the sun and 
wind. It is an excellent place to ex- 
cavate for artifacts like *metate" qrin- 
ding stones and mano” arinders. 
Spearpoints and club heads. and 
caches of pottery and beads. 

"1 dont do this often”. Madrid states. 
"Im not trying to put together a big 
museum collection. and I refuse to 
bird-dog for buyers. It just gives me a 
good feeling in my heart to know that 
| can make contact--call it psychic or 
Spiritual--with these from my own 
ancient past. It's like s0me part of me 
lived then. and still remembers”. 
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The Desert Giants of 


Blythe

A giant man! 

At an altitude of 5, VUU feet, pilot 
Jerry Phillips looked down, blinked 
in disbelieft, but the image refused to 
vanish. There, on the floor of the 
Colorado Desert of California, was 
the outline of a giant man, easily 200 
feet long with out stretched arms and 
a smallish head. 

The year was 1923, the month 
November, and Phillips was flying 
from Santa Monica, Calif., to Albu- 
querque, N.M., in an open cockpit 
World War 1 biplane. He was slightly 
off course to the north of Blythe, 
California, when he saw the giant 
tigure. 

His curiosity got the best of him, 
and he dropped his plane for a closer 
look. The giant man was &till there, 
carved into the black surface of the 
desert. Nearby was another figure, 
this one of a horse or maybe a deer. 

Phillips flew on to his destination, 
mentioning the figures he had seen 
only to friends and family. His 
Sighting went generally unrecorded. 

Later, in 1931. another pilot, 
George Palmer of Blythe, flew over 
the same area. He announced his 
finding and went on the record as be- 
ing the first person to see the Blythe 
Intaglios, as they have been named. 

Various scientific expeditions, 
notably one from the San Diego 
Museum in the late 1930s and from 
the National Geographic Society in 
the late 1940s, examined the area 
and discovered that the giant desert 
figures seen by Phillips and Palmer 
were just a few of many that dotted 
the desert. 

The scientists came, examined, 
and went away perplexed. Many 
vears passed, but still the figures re- 
main unexplained. : 

The town of Blythe, about fifteen 
miles down $south of the Intaglios, is 
the largest city in the area, having a 
population near 7,000. It stands at 
the Southern end of the Big Maria 
Mountains and is not far from the 
Colorado River. 


"People here abouts are pretty in- 
terested in the figures,” remarked 
local historian Charles Graham, *but 
it's pretty much the same as with 
anything that people don't know 


much about-- they just stop wonder-. 


ing and accept it as part of the 
landscape. ' 

Graham, who moved to Blythe in 
the 1950s,” has spent a great deal of 
his free time roaming the in- 
hospitable desert, where 
temperatures sometimes reach 120 
and where more than a couple of in- 
ches rainfall a year is unheard of. 

"There are lots of strange things in 
the desert that I've heard tell of, but 
the problem is finding them,” 
Graham explained. *I heard that 
there was a abandoned tank out 
there from when General Patton and 
his men trained there, but I never 
found it. I don't think I ever found 
anything that s0meone did not quide 
me to, and I know the desert. The 
problem with these figures is that you 
could walk right over them and not 
know they were there.” 

From ground level, the Intaglios at 
first seem like nothing more than ran- 
dom marks in the desert. Only from 
the air do they take on recognizable 
Shapes. 


I took a plane up and shot pic- 
tures from the air,” Graham said. 
"There are other figures around like 
down in Ripley (Ariz.) but they don't 
have the definition that the figures 
here do. The contrast just isn't there. 
and contrast is what you need to see 
the figures properly.” 

This part of the American 
Southwest has, despite its harsh 
climate, been a home to a man for a 
long time. Indian tribes such as the 
Yuman, Chemehueva and Mohave 
were the first farmers, using the 
wanderings of the Colorado River to 
raise their crops. It is tempting to 
ascribe the construction of the desert 
figures to one of these tribes. But 
there's a catch in that--none of the 
tribes will claim them. 

The figures were just as much a 
mystery to the natives of the region 
as they were to the later whites. 

The rough gravel road leading to 
the Intaglios is marked by a stone 
and metal marker erected by the 
State of California. 

The entire area containing the In- 
taglios has been fenced off by the 
Bureau of Land Management. The 
only way in is by the road. Vehicles 
are prevented from leaving the of- 
ficial roadway by a heavy cable 


fence. There are two pull outs where 
people can walk to the figures. 

The figures themselves are only a 
little distance from the road and have 
been surrounded by chain link fences 
as an added precaution against 
destruction. The first fences around 
the individual figures went up in 
1963, erected by a local Boy Scout 
troop. The other fences were set up 
by various volunteer: groups. 

The rationale for setting up the 
fences seems a good one. All around 
them are markings in the gravel 
where vehicles have been years 
before, where people walked and 
Stood, where tourists have made 
their own, smaller replicas of the 
figures. 

The figures are really nothing 
more than scrapings in the gravel. 
The eternal winds long ago blew 
away any surface covering there 
might have been, leaving behind on- 
ly blackened rocks. The rocks are 
called *desert pavement” because of 
their dark color, and the blackness is 
a patina called *desert varnish,” 
which forms over many centuries of 
time. | 

The figures were formed by scrap- 
ing away the black rocks and expos- 
ing the pale earth beneath. That is 
why the Intaglios are $so fragile. Peo- 
ple and machines also make marks in 
the desert by their passage and those 
marks will remain for. a very long 
time, just as the Intaglios have. After 
this cycle of civilization has fallen and 
the metal fences have rusted away. 
perhaps other people will come 
along and ascribe all the markings 
around to a single mysterious 
culture. 

Just as we have no idea who made 
the Intaglios, we also have no idea of 
when they were made. If one of the 
figures is a horse, as it seems to be, 
than they ' would certainly have to 
have been constructed after the ad- 
vent of the Spanish into the area, for 
the North American cousin of the 
European horse vanished from the 
Scene about 10,000 years ago. Most 
Scientists feel that the figures are con- 
Siderably more recent than that. If so, 
they could have been made anytime 
during a period of several hundred 
vears. There is even a persistent 
rumor that they were constructed by 
a couple of mule skinners heading 
west in the 1800s who did it either as 
a joke or *'just for the hell of it." 
Although there is nothing to support 


the story, it is regularly repeated by 
thosce who have no taste for 
mysteries. 

The biggest mystery is why. Many 
visitors to the site have been disap- 
pointed because they were unable to 
See the figures from ground level. [t is 
important to remember, though, that 
the makers of the figures could not 
have had a better view. The peaks of 
the Big Marias are too far away to 
have given them a view. 

Could the Intaglios have been con- 
Structed to impress the gods in the 
Sky? That is an explanation which 
has been pulled out so many times to 
explain otherwise inexplicable an- 
cient constructions that it has become 
an indigestible cliche”. 

Maybe it was not important for the 
pattern to be seen. Perhaps the pat- 
tern was important in itself. Perhaps 
there was a ritual connected with the 
figures or involved in the 
construction. 

There is a natural temptation to 
compare the figures above Blythe to 
the more famous figures of the Naz- 
ca Plateau- of South America. The 
method of construction--scraping 
away the dark surface rock to expose 
the lighter earth beneath--is the 
Same, but there the similarity ends. 


The Nazca figures are well planned - 


and well constructed, the designs 
very Sophisticated. The figures are 
integrated into a whole. The work 
took many centuries to complete. 

None of this applies to the Blythe 
Intaglios. We do not know who built 
them, why they were constructed, or 
when. They exist without 
explanation. 

The figures were certainly plann- 
ed, but the design is rather simplistic. 
Any one of the figures could have 
been created in a matter of days. 

Other Intaglios exist in the Big 
Marias Mountains and in Ripley on 
the other side of the Colorado River. 
but they, too, exist without 
explanation. 

The only clues available are rather 
tenuous. Around the largest of the 
figures, intersecting it in places, is a 
circle that seems to be about the 
Same age. although such things are 
always in doubt in the desert where 
the land changes so little and where 
markings seem to stay forever. The 
circle is large and uneven; the in- 


vestiqators from the National 


Geographic Society decided that the 
circle had been formed by the steady 
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tramping of moccasin feet. Some 
ceremony must have been perform- 
ed here. perhaps under the noses of 
the Spanish conquerors. So the 
fiqures-Sseem to have been made for 
Some definite purpose. Some pur 
pose which involved people dancing 
In a circle | 

The other clue comes from -an ar 
chaeological site to the east. not far 
from Phoenix. Arizona. On the Gila 
River Indian Reservation. the Pima 
Indians used to construct similar 
figure Scrapings. In the Pima pan 
theon. the figure represented a 
monstrous she-creature born of man 
and woman. Said to eat children and 
to live in a cave alone. 

The Pimas s$speak a Yuman 
language. but culturally they are 
related to the Pueblo Indians of Nor 
thern Arizona. and they have ties 

reach back to the ancient 
farmers of s$southern 
Arizona 

[s it possible that. at s0me point 
after the invasion of the Spanish a 
group of Pima Indians fled to the 
west. taking with them their beliets 
and legends? There is nothing to pre 
vent the Scenario 

Perhaps they came with their 
legends of a monster woman. a 

al 
home in the - burning Colorado 
desert: They could have scraped the 
figures in the surface. performed 
their rituals privately. and left the 
markings - to record their passaqge. 
The relatively few number of In 


creature that would have been 


taglios in the area and the hur 
riedness of their 'construction and the 
Simplicity of their design would point 
to a rather small band 

The small group of refugees could 
have either dried out or. more likely. 
could have been absorbed into the 
tribes of Indians already inhabiting 
the Colorado River area. 

It is a possibility. Beyond all 
theories, though, the Intaglios exist 
as they have existed for an unknown 
number of years. They will certainly 
outlast all theories. u

The *'sleeping giant” has been 
enclosed within a chain link fence for 
his own protection. Desert Intaglios

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Psychic counseling-A 
tear of the unkown- 
Realized and explained.

"Psychic counseling,” while not a 
new concept. is going through a 
period of true awakening and accep 
tance today. Of the general public, a 
large majority, if asked, will admit 
they have consulted a psychic, some 
on a reqular basis. However, while 
the interest in psychic counseling has 
increased immeasurably - in recent 
vears, it haSnot vet reached the ac- 
ceptance level of comfortable 
cocktail banter. While the days of 
fortune-telling cards and ouija boards 
have vanished, along with the neon 
rendering of ' human hands in the 
parlor window of fortune tellers, the 
Skeptics s$till far outnumber the true 
believers. 

Orqanizations such as tne 
American Psychic Association and 
the Association of Psychic Practi- 
tioners have made efforts to test, cer- 
tity and recommend bonatide 
pyschics, as well as to inform the 
general public that psychic counsel- 
ing is a legitimate service. 

Today, psychics have gravitated to 
the ranks of trusted business 
counselors who have office hours. 
business cards and an ever- 
increasing reputation for accuracy 
and reliability. But the skepticism and 
doubts still persist. 


Why? 


Consider the days of yore when 
prophets and soothsayers were look- 
ed up to and were respected for their 
power of prediction. Today, our at- 
titudes have changed and the posi- 
tion is one of doubt and skepticism. 

Part of this uncertainty, of course, 
«Stems from fears of the unknown. 
Why do psychics have this special 
power- when the average person 
does not? What gives them this 
knowledge and ability? If you ve ever 
had a reading yourself, you've pro- 
bably walked away from it feeling 
overwhelmed with the amount and 
accuracy of information you've just 


been told. The how or what a 
psychic sees nas always been a 
mystery,. however, it needn t be. The 
how and what can be explained. The 
why may never be known. 

Karen Page is one of the most 
noted and widely acclaimed psychics 
in the country today. Karen's dedica- 
tion to her profession and her clients 
Started 12 years ago in Los Angeles. 
Due to her expansive knowledge and 
power, her reputation today has 
grown to a national level. 

While she has always had clients in 
other cities, mainly Phoenix and 
Houston, today New York has the 
largest concentration of Karen's 
clients, Second only to L.A. 

Her clients come from all walks of 
life- doctors, lawyers, bankers. 
housewives, business men and 
women, and entertainment-- and 


their reasons for coming to Karen are 


as varied as they are. 

However, they have one thing in 
common. A belief in the knowledge 
they are receiving from a psychic 
reading. This belief comes from an 
understanding of how and what a 
psychic is actually seeing and feeling. 

When asked to explain her power 
and how $he receives her informa- 
tion, Karen was happy to share her 
inner workings of her talent. 'It's 
really very simple, as simple as 
breathing,” $she stated. *however, 
putting it into words may be a little 
more difficult.” 

*When | give a reading, I literally 
See, hear , feel and sometimes even 


smell things,” she explains. *I hear 


things but its not like hearing your 
voice, or the car outside. It's more 
like an inner ear, more of a 'know- 
ing. It's visual as well as sensory, all 
the senses are involved. When 1 see 
Something, Sometimes it can be an 
exact object, such as a face or a 
building; other times it is symbolic 
and must be interpreted.” 

This interpretative, or deciphering 
power, is what-makes some psychics 


more accurate than others. "As a 
psychic you must totally detach 
vourself,” she explains. The inter- 
pretation cannot be based on my 
past knowledge or experiences. [t 
has nothing to do with logic and what 
| already know. It's a sense of what 
vou know it means. This is where the 
responsibility of a psychic comes in. 
By the time | verbalize a prediction, it 
has gone through a complex 
deciphering process in my head. | 
know what | am telling you is the cor- 
rect interpretation.” 

Different psychics use different 
methods, or tools, to channel the in- 
formation they receive. Karen uses a 
personal object that the person has 
had for at least six months, usually a 
ring, a watch or keys. I his method is 
called psychometry, the method of 
divining knowledge about an object 
or the person connected with the ob- 
ject, from contact with it and the 
vibrations carried through it.” 

*A tool is used as a point of focus 
and concentration, * says Karen, *but 
its not absolutely necessary. It's just 
a way to separate things and to make 
Sure information from somebody else 
in a room, or from a previous 
reading, is not still floating around.” 

*Most of the information I get is 
form a balance of all the senses, 
although it has nothing to do with a 
persons appearance,” she explains.

A Telescopic to Microscopic View: 


According to Karen, *When | first 
start a reading | usually see an overall 
view of a person's life. For example, 
if I see an earthquake around a per- 
Son, | know that their life is very tur- 
bulent and changing rapidly. The 
next thing I see is similar to a camera 
lens zoomingq/in on a microscopic 
area. Sometimes I can see if there 
are choices to be made. For those 
times, | usually can see more than 
one path and tell my clients | am see- 
ing options they will have, depen- 
ding on their own free will choices.” 


Time: 


Of all the individual components 
of a reading, time is the most difficult 
to predict accurately. Simply, this is 
because time can be affected by 
many different factors. For instance, 
a person may not be ready emo- 
tionally to handle a situation; a se- 
quence of events must occur before a 
predicted Situation can take place, 
ect., so timing is affected. 

"Time is depicted in several ways, 
explains Karen, "sometimes, it is 
represented as a season of the year, 
Showing snow, blooming flowers, or 
leaves turning. Other times it is por- 
trayed more specifically. I frequently 
See the entire calendar before me 
with a designated month popping 
out like a neon light. Sometimes, a 
consecutive two or three month 
period is lit up and the rest of the 
months are dark. This tells me that 
the event will occur during that time 
period. Sometimes, I even see the 
exact numbers in a date.” 

While a psychic can sometimes 
predict an event to happen practical- 
ly to the exact minute, most times it is 
not quite so precise. Interpretation, 
again, is very important. Karen ex- 
plains, *If an event is to occur in the 
very near future, the whole detailed 
picture will be clear and in focus. If it 
is to happen at a much later date, it 
may appear to me as a sketch. 
Details are filled in as the event gets 
closer. It is entirely up to a psychic's 
interpretation to determine the exact 
timing.” 


Symbolism: 


Many times, a reading may in- 
clude an abstract statement, such as 
the job opportunity of a lifetime.” Ac- 
cording to Karen, "When I say the 
job opportunity of a lifetime I am 
looking at a springqboard. This, of 
course, is Symbolic. Ihe sprinqboard 
illustrates a take off point- the begin- 
ning of something. From this point, 
one can make a choice to restructure 
an. entire situation, in this case, a 
career. I he opportunity is having the 
option available to restructure the 
Situation.” 

In another reading, a good job was 
predicted for a client. Karen explain- 
ed how $he felt a sense of enormity 
around the position, representir the 
Significance of the job. Additionally, 
rather than being lumped with other 
jobs in a career lifetime, this position 
was set apart by clearing around it. 
representing a core point. 

| saw colors in the company let- 
terhead and a physical description of 
the president of the company. Than | 
Saw floating offices with a common 
wall and corridor. This told me that 
this persons job was going to be con- 
nected to this company, but since the 
offices were floating and not 
physically connected, it meant a dif- 
ferent location of the same company. 
| also knew this because there was an 
empty space between two offices, 
depicting a separate location.” 


Emotions: 


Emotions tend to be less symbolic 
and are more likely to be represented 


by facial expressions or brief 
vignettes. 
"Many times,” says Karen, *I can 


physically feel as well as see sadness. 
Sadness may show me a close-up of 
the eyes and how sad they are. Guilt 
may be portrayed by a person con- 
tinually looking over his shoulder. 
Sometimes, I actually feel these 
emotions more than other times. 
Fortunately, they are usually a pass- 
ing feeling, however, there are times 
these feelings are harder to shake, 
depending on the intensity: of the 
emotion. When someone is seriously 
ill or in pain I can literally take on the 
ache and distress they are feeling.” 


Physical Descriptions: 


Descriptions, while many times 


ul 


can be as specific as scars, moles. 
eye color and hairline, are generally 
more difficult to describe, especially 
height. 

As Karen explains, *A person may 
appear to me as a very large person. 
when in actuality that person - may 
not be big in stature. In a reading, 1 
See more accurately what that person 
appears to be in character, personali- 
ty and ego. In these areas, he may be 
a very big person, and that is how he 
appears to me.” 


*Another example,” Karen con- 
tinues, is hair color. While a dark 
haired person will not appear blond, 
medium fair hair may appear lighter 
than it actually is depicting immaturi- 
ty and innocence. A person's traits, 
such as being meticulous will be 
represented as trim and neat, even 
though that person may not be trim 
physically. | will see shoes and socks 
in place, a tie knotted perfectly, shirt 
Sleeves with cuff links, etc.” 
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Locations: C 


*When it comes to specific places 
and locations, most times, "Karen 
Says, | see locations through actual 
descriptions of the vicinity, landscap- 
ing, markings on a building, actual 
letters or numbers in an address. 
Sometimes, | simply know a location 
because I've been there and 
recognize it. A location is much more 
Specific and not open to interpreta- 
tion as in other areas.” 


Not Just the Answers: 


While answers may be the ultimate 
goal in seeing a psychic, primarily 
psychic counseling gives insight and 
direction rather than answers. Fre- 
quently, the person in need of 
counseling may be the only one able 
to interpret from the information 
given the truly correct answer; but by 
having some insight regarding others 
involved in a Situation, or cir- 
cumstances surrounding the matter, 
a direction develops that was not 
there before. 


Gift of Seeing: 


From a layman's point of view, the 
trust put in a psychic, coupled with 
the constant deciphering process of 
information, seems like a very 
physically and emotionally taxing oc- 
cupation. Statistics say, approx- 


imately a one hour reading can be as 
mentally and physically exhausting 
as ten hours of physical labor. 
However, Karen sees her ability to 
give her clients insight and direction 
as a gift. 

*] love my work. I look at it as a gift 
[I've been blessed with to help people 
and give them some insight and 
direction into their futures; and to 
Show them the choices they will have 
available to them in shaping those 
futures.” 

*I'm $till amazed whenever | get a 
phone call from a client telling me 
that what I had predicted for them 
has actually happened. That's when | 
know | am able to give back to them 
the trust they have put in me by com- 
ing to me for a reading.” 


The Psychic Future: 


While it may take some time, . at- 
titudes towards psychic counseling 
may change. Given more understan- 
ding on what is being seen and felt 
could give way to less fear of the 
unknown and mysterious. While the 
why will most likely remain an 
enigma, the how can be. easily 
understood by asking. [*] 
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the New Age. 
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An exciting new awareness 1s 
unfolding about our relationship 
with animals and the rest of the 
natural world. Human *"progress 
has taken its toll on our fellow 
creatures and a movement 1s be 
ing born to challenge this reckless 
attitude.

Noel Marshall 


Hollywood Producer Noel Marshall 
was the driving force behind the 
remarkably successful Hollywood 
film--- *TheExorcist'”. The film, 
which exposed the devil for what he 
is, was the firs of many s$such 
Hollywood dramatizations such as 
"The Omen” and *The Amityville 
Horror”. As executive producer of 
Ihe Exorcist' Marshall pushed the 
movie toward its completion and 
helped in its acceptance by 
movieqoers everywhere. 


For his work the film made millions 
of dollars and for Marshall instant 
Success, and for Marshall and 
actress-wife Tippi Hedren, things 
were going along fine---for awhile. 

Now, however, after 10 years, many 
are Saying that the devil is getting his 
dues. In that time virtually all of the 
money obtained by Marshall from 
The Exorcist” has been lost. Mar- 


'Shall, his wife, their sons and 


daughter have all been severely 
maimed and nearly killed in various 
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accidents. Their home was destroyed 
in aflash flood, and when they tried 
to complete a new film (Noel's first 
Since *The Exorcist”) fires, flood and 
calamities of various sorts have 
plagued him. He insisted, however, 
that he would complete his project if 
it killed him. The. project was com- 
pleted and he is still with'us. But the 
problems are not over. 

With *The Exorcist” behind him. 
Marshall wanted to fulfill a dream---a 
movie that had been rolling around

in his mind for many years. Before 
"The Exorcist” there was neither the 
funds nor the ambition to get started. 
After *The Exorcist” it all became 
possible and Marshall began. 

The object of Marshall's possession 
was lions, and his dream was a film 
that pictured_the kirg of beasts as it 
truly is. He wanted to show the 
remarkable likeness between man 
and lion and that even wild, these 
lions could in fact live with man. Us- 
ing the profits from The Exorcist” 
Marshall began purchasing lions, 
tigers, panthers and jaquars, placing 
them in a 100-acre ranch compound 
in a canyon north of Los Angeles. It 
was here that Marshall built a home 
and sets for the movie that would be 
named, appropriately enough, 
*Roar*". 

From the beginning, however, all 
was not well. It started out with the 
fact that no actors or actresses in 
Hollywood would take the parts of- 
fered because-of the required close 
proximity to the untrained lions, and 
even after that idea was scrapped 
and family members brought in for 
the major rolls, there yyere problems 
then with the crew. The danger was 
SO great that not long after filming 
one entire crew called it quits and 
went home. When another crew was 
hired it lasted only long enough to 
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Lions of Roar” 


See one of their number mauled and 
nearly killed by a lion. The third 
crew, carefully selected, stayed with 
the film until its end despite 
numerous encounters only because, 
as Marshall put it, "They were 
diehards who love the cats as much 
as the movie” 

Despite the fact that both cast and 
crew had a remarkable relationship 
with the lions---150 lions in all---all 
was not that well as far as accidents 
were concerned. Since filming began 
both Marshall and Hedren have been 
bitten and mauled by lions as have 
Sons John (26), Jerry (23) and 
daughter Melanie (also 23). 
Marshall has been bitten 10 times by 
the big cats, three times seriously and 
once when it was feared that he 
might lose his arm, Hedren required 
38 stitches in her head after being 
chewed by a lion, and when that 
healed, her leq was crushed by a 
four-ton elephant. Later she' broke 
her hand after another encounter 
with a lion. 

Son John took 56 stitches in his head 
in an encounter in which he said he 
could feel the lion's teeth scraping 
on his skull”.A second $son, Jerry 
Spent a month in the hospital after an 
encounter that nearly lost his foot. 
Most recent victim of the lions was 


daughter Melanie who had her face - 


opened by a lioness that took 12 stit- 
ches and plastic surgery to repair. 
Crew members did not escape the 
wrath of the lions either and many 
have been injured including the unit 
cook who lost his finger when he idly 
leaned aqainst a fence. 
Cinematographer Jan de Bont had 
his head gnawed by a lion which 
necessitated a week's stay in the 
hospital and some 200 stitches (a 
record on *Roar”) to repair. 

So many accidents, in fact, have oc- 
curred that administrators at the 
Antelope Valley Medical Center in 
nearby Lancaster, California have 
jokingly said they should rename the 
hospital the *Noel Marshall Memorial 
Hospital” in observance of the many 
emergency room visits. 

The accidents caused major delays in 
the film's production necessitating 
much more money $spent than had 
been envisioned. But if it was just the 
lion encounters an nothing else it 
might not be so bad. Unfortunately 
this was only a beginning. 

Calamity again struck when a flash 
tlood rushed down the canyon and 
completely destroyed the multi- 
million dollar set, much of the film 
already $shot and the Marshall- 
Hedren home. Three years of filming 
and $3.8 million dollars worth of 
property were destroyed, overnight. 
The flood also knocked down fences 
that sent lions out onto the highway. 
Deputies were called in to assist cast 
and crew in rounding up the animals, 
Some of which strayed into a nearby 
mobile home park, terrifying the 
local inhabitants. 

For almost everybody else in the 
movie business it would have been 
the end right there. Already too 
much had been lost, too many lives 
were at stake---it wouldn't have been 
worth it to continue. Marshall, 
however, deeply in debt already for 
what he had sunk into the produc- 
tion, wasn t about to give up. He bor- 
rowed more money, sold property 
holdings in other areas and got in- 
vestors to join him. With added 
capital in hand he decided to rebuild, 
and this he did. When the flood 
Struck the film's budget stood at 
$4,328,522. Rebuilding and 
reshooting pushed this figure up to 
$8,526,280. 

After several months the cameras 
rolled once again only to be stopped 
a few days later by another disaster--- 
fire. During a particularly hot and dry 
period a few seasons back Southern

California experienced its worst fire 
danger in decades. Virtually every 
mountain range experienced some 
Sort of fire disaster that claimed, 
when it was all over, more than 
100, VUU acres. 

The Marshall ranch didn't escape the 
emergency.

Later during that meeting, Reid 
reqressed another woman who said. 
"I'm a teacher.. On my head there's 
a veil with lots of copper colored 
jewelry on it. They're circles for 
Strength... | teach in a room lined 
with arches.

Do you believe in miracles? Do 
vou try to solve unexplained 
mysteries? .

You have a point. This journalist 
isn't too strong on miracles, either. 
But the miracle of this story actually 
happened, long years ago. It's never 
disappeared or faded into the wild 
blue yonder of fantasy. It's right 


there, a physical thing of great beau- 
ty. One may touch it, admire its 
graceful lines. And as you linger 
here, listen well to the story of the 
Magic Stairway. Scoff if you must. 
but that won't explain the mystery. 

This mysterious, unexplained inci- 
dent took place in the Royal City of 
the Holy Faith of. St. Francis of 
Assisi, or more historically, La Villa 
Real de la Santa Fe de San Francisco 
de Assisi. 

Jaw-breaking phrases, but that's 
how it was back in 1610 when this 
New Mexican city was'founded. To- 
day it is known as Santa Fe. lt is the 
State Capitol of New Mexico, and 
has a population nearing 50,000. 

Back in 1852, when the Sisters of 
Loretto left Kentucky for the 
Southwest, Santa Fe was a very small 
community populated mostly by In- 
dians- and Mexicans.

Diane Carty Burk's 
Ghost Photography » 


Cheryl Baisden 
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She's never quite Sure what will 
develop in a photograph she takes. 


While most people wonder if Uncie- 


Joe will 5how up clearly in a photo. 
Diane Carty Burk wonders who will 
appear in her pictures. _ 

Burk's style of photography is bas- 
ed on a sixth sense-- the psychic 
Sense. Over the past five years, the 
South Jersey resident has spent her 
tree time focusing a 3Hmm camera 
on images that only appear after the 
film is developed. 

Her extensive photo collection 
does not contain portraits of friends 
and family, but distinctive qhosts 
casually posing in dreary rooms and 
overgrown qgraveyards. 

Burk's exposure to ghost 
photography occurred by chance in a 
Moorstown, New Jersey farm house 
tive years ago. As an amateur 
photographer, Burk viewed the 2UU 
vear old house as a perfect setting for 
a photo session. 

After locating the owners of the 
vacant house and obtaining permis- 
Sion to Spend the night in the 
building, Burk uncovered $some 
unexpected stories about the home. 
"The house was definitely haunted. 
che recalls. *People had said that 
ghosts marched up and down the 
Steps and things would whirl around 
the room . 


Tales about the house intrigued 
Burk, So she set.up camp for the 
night and headed up the attic stairs to 
take s0me photos before the sun 
went down. 

| was standing in the doorway of 
one of the attic rooms, when a sound 
of leaves and papers whirling in the 
air came from the room”. she said. 
"When I heard a loud thumping 
coming from a corner, | pointed the 
camera and fired the shutter, and 
then something pressed against my 
left leg. It felt like a piece of metal”. 

The experience shook her up 
"quite a bit, the photographer 
recalls, s0 she moved toward a 
loveseat on the other side of- the 
room, intending to relax for a 
moment. 

"When I went to sit down, it felt 
like thousands of little hands were 
pushing me up from the loveseat”. 
Burk aid. *No matter what I did, 1 
just couldn't seem to sit down”. 

Rather than run from the room. 
Burk recalls that she spent the next 
hour photographing the loveseat and 
the surrounding area. *When | 
developed the first shot. I noticed a 
bleached area that I couldn't ex- 
plain”. she noted. 

Burks photographic discoveries 
during her stay at the farmhouse 
quickly led to what is now a serious 


calling. *Il was always open to 
psychic feelings”, she said, "but my 
work with qghost photography is 
Special. The camera has helped me 
uncover things that most people 
would never see without my help.. 

The locations for photo sessions 
are selected by Burk's sixth sense. 
Shortly after her stay at the far- 
mhouse, the photographer found 
herself drawn to a quiet graveyard in 
Southern New Jersey. Photos taken 
near an isolated tombstone show a 
variety of ghostly figures from the 
present time to early settlement 
times. 

The images portrayed in Burk's 
photographs range from serene 
children to anquished adults. Some 
of the images are faded, while others 
are crisp and clear. Burk attributes 
the differences in photographic quali- 
ty to the spirit of the individual. 

| think that the quality of each im- 
age really depends on the suffering 
that Spirit went through in life and the 
level of neeU he has to come back”, 
She explained. 

Although her work has frequently 
been disputed by fellow 
photographers, Burk noted that 
many people find it difficult to accept 
the existence of ghosts in the world. 
Part of her goal is to educate the 
public to the existence of psychic 


phenomenon. 

Presently, she is working to obtain 
a grant to expand her work in the 
field. *I would like to open a research 
center where | can further the study 
of ghost photography”, Burk said. 
"My hope is to combine <till 
photography with video, but I need 
the money to purchase quality 
equipment”. 

For now, Burk will simply continue 
following her instincts behind a 
3omm cameras. *It was in the cards 
that I would end up doing this”, she 
concluded. *My goal is to teach 
everyone else to see what | can see”.
